PRESIDENCY OF 30TH GA - 

AT WEO AMBASSADORIAL MEETING, AUSTRALIAN AMB ANNOUNCED 
WITHDRAWAL OF WILLESSEE AND SUPPORTED CANDIDACY OF PRIMIN THORN 
FOR PRESIDENCY OF 30TH GA. TURKISH AMB WITHDREW TURKISH CANDI- 
DACY AND ALSO SUPPORTED THORN. ONLY OTHER CANDIDACY WAS THAT 
OF SPAIN, BUT SPANISH REP DE PINIES ARGUED HE DID NOT HAVE 
INSTRUCTIONS. SUBSEQUENTLY THORN WAS FAVORED BY CANADA, 

FRANCE, ITALY, FRG, BELGIUM, DENMARK, NETHERLANDS, GREECE, 

NORWAY, IRELAND, AND IMPLICITLY CHAIRMAN VEIGA SIMAO (PORTUGAL). 
THERE WAS GENERAL IMPATIENCE WITH SPANISH HOLDOUT, BUT 
ITALY, FRG AND CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED SPANISH SHOULD HAVE UNTIL 
JUNE 30 TO OBTAIN INSTRUCTIONS. MOST SPEAKERS STRESSED IMPOR- 
TANCE OF ACHIEVING UNANIMOUS SUPPORT FOR THORN AT JUNE 30 
MEETING. LATER, FRENCH AMB TOLD AMB BENNETT THAT SPANISH 
FONMIN TO VISIT PARIS JUNE 26 AND FRENCH WOULD SPEAK TO HIM 
IN NO UNCERTAIN TERMS AGAINST SPANISH, PRESUMABLY DE PINIES', 
CANDIDACY.

PEACEKEEPING GUIDELINES - 

SOVIET DEL'S NEW INSTRUCTIONS ON ART. 29 COMITE GUIDELINES 
WERE FAR MORE RIGID THAN USUN (AND, IT IS BELIEVED, SOVIETS) 
EXPECTED. THEY CALL FOR ACCEPTING NOTHING THAT DOES NOT 
EXPLICITLY PROVIDE FOR PERMANENT SC MEMBER CONTROL OF PEACE- 
KEEPING OPERATIONS AT EVERY STAGE THROUGH SUBSIDIARY COMITE, 
INCLUDING RIGHT OF VETO BY CHALLENGE. IN ADDITION, MOSCOW 
COULD AGREE TO NO GUIDELINE STATING SYG DIRECTS PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATIONS. WITH GAP THIS WIDE, US AND SOVIET DELS CONCLUDED 
THERE IS NO POSSIBILITY NOW OF NEGOTIATING GUIDELINES AGREEMENT, 
AND RATHER THAN LET PEACEKEEPING COMITE NEGOTIATIONS DRAG 
ON WITH INCREASING FUTILITY AND ACRIMONY, TWO DELS AGREED TO 
RECOMMEND TO THEIR GOVTS THAT THEY REGRETFULLY BE SUSPENDED, 
WITH RECOGNITION THAT DIFFERING PERCEPTIONS WOULD NOT ALLOW 
CONCLUSION OF MEANINGFUL GUIDELINES. AT SUBSEQUENT FOUR-POWER 
MEETING, OVINNIKOV (USSR) RAN THROUGH HIS NEW INSTRUCTIONS, 
DESCRIBING "ESSENTIAL CRITERIA" FOR ART. 29 COMITE GUIDELINES, 

SECRET 
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AND BRITISH AND FRENCH EXPRESSED UNHAPPINESS AT SOVIET RETREAT 
TO TRADITIONAL DOGMA AFTER WHAT SEEMED LIKE SERIOUS NEGOTIATIONS 
IN EARLIER QUADRIPARTITE GROUP MEETINGS. (SECRET - 3124)

UNIDO EXEC DIR KHANE TOLD AMB BENNETT HE RECOMMENDED TO SYG, 

WHO INDICATED CONCURRENCE, THAT INTERGOVERNMENTAL CONFERENCE 
TO DEAL WITH CONVERSION OF UNIDO TO SPECIALIZED AGENCY COULD 
BE DELAYED TO SPRING OF 1976. HE ANTICIPATED PRELIMINARY ECOSOC 
DISCUSSION IN JULY, AFTER WHICH SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION WOULD 
SET UP INTERGOVERNMENTAL COMITE TO REVIEW DRAFT STATUTES.
